the Dutch have now left treating with the Engliſh - with all 
which they have a Poſt tobe come from their King.

Captain Liſe being in his quarters at old Montroſs, in the 
County of Anguiſh, received 1atelligence, upon Friday the 
niath of this inſtant, about 2 of the clock, that there was a 
Regiment of the enemiesHorſe quartered within 8 or-g miles 
of him; of which Regiment the Lord of Kinnoole is Culone], 
and one David Ramſey Licut- Col. upon which intelligence, 
he forthwith ſent to Co).
